General Notice. 


The Straits Asiatic Societ.y was formed on ^sovemher 4th, 
1877, as a Society to promote the collection and record of iiifor- 
ination relating to the Straits Settlements and the, neighbouring 
countries. 

On May 6th, 1878, the Society was affiliated to the Eoyal 
Asiatic Society and its name changed to the Straits Branch of the 
Eoyal Asiatic Society. 

On January 1st, 1923, the more inclusive title oi: 
Malayan Branch of the Eoyal Asiatic Society^^ was adopted. The 
])resent series of journals dates from this year. 

The principal objects of the Society are: — 

(a) tlie increase and diffusion of knowledge concerning Malaya 
and the neighbouring countries. 

(b) the ])ublication of a Journal, and when possible of works 
and maps. 

All those whose work lies in Malaya should take a living* 
interest in the country and its |lt3ople. This interest is best stimul- 
ated by joining the Malayan Branch of the Eoyal Asiatic Society. 
Membership is open to anyone interested in the objects of the 
Society, xipplication forms can be obtained from the Honorary 
Secretary, or the Society's Clerk, at the Baffles Museum, Singapore. 
The annual subscription for ordinary members is $10.00, payalde 
in advance on the first of January each year.^ Newly elected 
mem])ers can compound for a life membership on yjayment of 
$150.00, and those who are already members on pa 3 nnent of $75.00, 
or $150.00 less the sum of the annual subscriptions already paid, 
.according to whichever is the greater. 

Every member is entitled to one copy of the Journal post free. 
Back numbers may be purchased by members at $2.00 each,^ The 
Journal consists of articles contributed voluntary. iVenty-five 
copies of each paper published in the Journal are presented to 
the author. Under present conditions two pai*ts of the Journal 
will normally be published in each year, forming an annual volume

An Index to the Papers in Volumes 1-20 (1923-47) 
of the Journals the Malayan Branchy Royal Asiatic 

Society. 

Tliis iinlex covers the Journals issued by the Malayan Branch 
■ td' the Iioyal Asiatic Society, from the beginning of the present 
series, in 1923, to the conclusion of the twentieth vohime, in 194T. 
It thus includes all the fU’e-Avar publicatiojis ( Vols 1-19), and the 
iirst j)Ost-war volume (Yoh 20). An index to the productions of 
t])e earlier Straits Branch of the Eoyal Asiatic Society, covering all 
its Journals (Xos. 1-86, July 1818 to November 1922 ), tvas compiled 
l)Y Mr. C. E. lYurtzburg, M.C., B.A., and published hv the Society 
in 1921 {JJI.B.B.A.S., Yol. 5, pt 4). 

The present index is in two parts. The tirst is an index of 
])ape]‘s arranged chronologically tinder the names of the authors, 
■and the second of subjects, including ])laces in Malaya and 
adjacent territories. The full title and references to ])a|)ers are 
given in tlie iirst ])ortioii of the index. Tlie seeojul section 
supplies only the authorls name and the date of pii])lieation of the 
paper: additional data .rec|uired can be obtained by reference to 
the first part of the index. 

'Tie index is ]jreeQ>ded by two lists which may jiossibly be of 
interest, in ])art at least, to those without conpilete sets of tlie 
iirst nineteen A'olumes. The first gives the date of piililication of 
the various parts of the voJ nines, together with the approximate 
number of unsold copies still held by the Society. The second 
.gives the destination of the copies distributed as donations, or in 
exchange for other puldications. This has been divided, so that 
those going to ])ublic institutions, where they can, in the majority 
'Of eases, be consulted, stand out from the remainder.

Publication Dates & Stocks Held, 

The various parts comprising Volumes i~ao of the Journal were published on.’ 
the dates given below. Each volume covers the whole of a year’s productions. It 
should be noted that the number of parts to a volume is dependant on the nature 
and quantity of the material available, and the cost of its publication. In the 
period under review the total varies from two to four parts to a volume, with an 
average of three. It seems probable that in the future, for some time at least, 
two will have to be the general rule. 

The last column shows the approximate number of unsold copies still held 
by the Society. Where the figure is above 50, copies may be purchased by anyone 
wishing to do so. Where the stock is between yo and 20, copies are available 
only to members, and public bodies. Where the stock held is less than 20, copies 
can in general be supplied only to institutions and public libraries wishing to com- 
plete their sets. The cost of all back numbers is at present $5.00 per copy to 
non-members, and $2.00 to members, except in the case of Vol. 13, pt i (History 
of Malaya, by Sir R. O. Winstedt). Unbound copies of the latter are priced at 
$7.50 for non-members, and $3.50 for members: the stock also includes a limited 
number of bound copies, costing $8.50 and $5.00 respectively. 

Title-pages are available for Volumes 6, 13, 17, 18, 19 & 20; the sheets for 
the other years were unfortunately used as a support for drying seeds, in the 
course of certain botanical experiments conducted during the Japanese occupation 
of Malaya. The Japanese authorities also removed the whole stock of Vol 5, pt 3 
(1927), which is devoted to the text in Jawi of the Tale of Trong Pipit. It is 
said to have been taken for teaching purposes. The Society has been unable tO' 
obtain any satisfactory account of its ultimate destination, and there would seerrr 
to be little or no chance of recovering it.

Appendix 6 — ^Spolia Mentawiensia. 

The Mentawi group lies off the west coast of Sumatra, It consists of four 
major islands, Siberut, Sipora and North and South Pagi. Sipora was visited in- 
1892, by Dr E. Modigliani, and again in 1897, Herr Alfred Maass; the Pagi 
Islands in 1902, by Dr W. L. Abbott and Mr C. Boden Kloss. Owing to un- 
settled political conditions Siberut remained uriworked until S924. In that year 
Mr C. Boden Kloss, accompanied by Mr N. Smedley (Assistant Curator, RaJfies 
Museum) and Dr H, H, Karny (Entomologist, Buitenzorg Museum), spent a 
month on Siberut (September-October), and a month on Sipora (October-November) , 
Extensive collections were made on both islands, the reports on which, published in 
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several journals, appeared under the general title of ""Spolia Mentawiensia”. Some
